Papasavas said: “‘The Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation ex- 
ecutive committee will make 
the decision but I know of sev- 
eral clubs who don’t want to 
increase the number of over- 
seas players coming into the 
country. 


“Keeping the number of 
imports low is the only way to 
force the clubs to give the up- 
and-coming local youngsters a 
chance to prove themselves at 
top level.” 


The ASF has been reducing 
the number of imports an- 
nually starting with four in 
1980 to the present one new 
import allowed per club this 
season. 


And fer clubs to be allowed 
to register a new overseas 
player this year it must not 
have more than two other tem- 
porary visa players already on 
its books. 


“The present policy is work- 
ing as most of the best players 
in the country are locally born 
players, not ones imported 
om overseas,” Papasavas 
said: r) 


Several clubs have com- 


plained that the shortage of 


good players because of the. 
ban on imports has inflated the 
transfer market but Papa- 
savas disputes that line of 
thought. 


“The inflated market has 
been brought about by the 
greed of some clubs and it is 
only happening in Melbourne. 
The prices for players are not 
as high in Sydney. In fact they 
are about half the prices being 
bandied about here. t 


“Jim Patikas, one of the-top 
players in Sydney is an exam- 
ple He was signed by Sydney 
Olympic for $30,000 two years 
ago but moved to Sydney 
Croatia for around $22,000. 


“It is the same with player 
wages, With Sydney's level 
being a lot lower than. Mel- 
bourne’s. 


“Regardless of whether we 
let more imports in, the top 
players in the country would 


still command the big transfer 
fees.” 






































Top-level soccer exists in 
Australia because we still have 
some fans willing to pay at the 
gate, and because of a hard 
nucleus of people who love the 
sport and are willing to give it 
money transfusions. 


They are squashed beneath the backsides of 
those who sit on top espousing under- 
graduate ideals and theories, 

One such theory is that we must restrict 
imports to force our clubs to promote young, 
focal players. 

To that and, we are stuck with a quota of 
ane new import player per club this year: 

And crowds have been decreasing steadily 
over the past five years, right across the 
board, with the only respite being provided by 
the NSLfinals series last October. 

Transfer fees have reached ridiculous 
heights for very good reason. We simply do 
not have enough good players, so the few we 
have are priced highly because the club con- 
cerned does not really want to sell them, but if 
forced to, wants enough cash not only to re- 
Place them, but also to ease their own finan- 
cial burden, caused partly by the dectine in at- 
tendances. 

The cost of importing a player is lower than 
buying one here. 

Most clubs are starting to crack under the 
burden of accumulated debts, affiliation faes 


| Owed from fast year and due for this year. 


Gate receipts cover only a fraction of each 
club’s operating costs, yet the players 
demand more and more money. 

And on top of it all, we have an import 
quota which raises transfer fees, holds down 
the playing standard and thus reduces attend- 


| ances. 


Is it any wonder thet no-one wants to be a 
Club president? How many of the faithful have 
sean their fellows plunge into debt or even 
lose their houses because they've guaranteed 


| bank loans which the club has been unable to 


repay? 

Those at the top can be as pious as thay like 
about “our magnificent Aussie-born players’” 
but they don’t have to pay the bill. If we con- 
done conditions which will send clubs to the 
wall, we will sae those magnificent boys play- 
ing in the paddocks. 

Let the powers that be set certain stan- 
dards for imported players — fet those 
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players be no lower than European Second 
Division standard, for example. 

That is sufficient. 

We do not live ina dictatorship, although in 
soccer one might be misled into thinking sa. 

A new influx of imparts — let's see more 
from the continent and South America — 
would increase the supply to meet the de- 
mand, and thus reduce prices of our precious 
youngsters and at laast make it possible for 
them to switch clubs when they feel thay 
must. - 

It would also, hopefully, bring back some of 
our lost spectators. =a 

Had it not heen for our import quota, we 
would have seen many players of high stan- 
dard coming here, especially this year, as 
financial canditions for players in many parts 
of the continent, particularly Yugoslavia, are 
not as good as they are here. 

Good local playars always have forced their 
way into senior sides on merit — Perin, War- 
ren, Johnston, Vojtek, the Nyskohus brothers, 
Curran, Baartz, DeMarchi, Davidson, Xan- 
thopoulos, Milisavijevic, Selemidis, need | go 
on? If a focal player isn’t up to the required 
Standard he shouldn't be there, and if he is, 
he’s doing a disservice to the paying spectator 
who demands value for. money. 

We didn’t have an import quota in 1977, the 
first year of the NSL, yet even then 137 of the 
players used were locals and most of the 
others were migrants who had played here for 
years, 


if ftaly, England, West Germany and 
Greece see merit in imparting players from 
abroad, then surely the need is greater in 
Australia. 

Clearly, it is in the interests of ail clubs that 
the import markat be thrown open, within the 
constraints of the players’ standard. 

The clubs themselves can make it happen. 

Although ASF officials have said they will 
vote against any such move, the decision is 
not theirs, but the clubs’. 

The clubs make up the State federations. 
The boards of the State federations, repre- 
senting those clubs, can direct which way 
their ASF delegates should vote. 

The NSL clubs will vote for kmport reirx- 
ation, so if the clubs at State fedaration level 
muster their resources, they could easily push 
it through. 

Finally, the import issue is not, of course, 
the be-all and end-all. To save money, clubs 
need to look at all aspects of their operation 

— players” wages, signing-on fees, and. the 
casts involved in the competition of which 
they are a part.

berg captain. 

If the transfer comes off, Xan- 
thopoulos probably will play 
sweeper, with Charlie Yankos 
switchng to the stopper’s posi- 
tion, since Don Macleod who has 
played stopper until now, is on the 
transfer list. Macleod apparently 
asked for a big pay rise, which 
Heidelberg could not aford. 

Xanthopoulos emerged from 
the Hellas juniors, and played his 
first senior game just as he 
turned 16, because John Bediord 
was out injured. He became a 


regular in the end-of-season inter- 
State Cup competition, between 
the top four teams from Mel- 
bourne and the top four from Syd- 
ney, playing alongside Steve 
Walker in the middle of the 
defence.

“David Mitchell and Alan Davidson — 
the two overseas-based players I do 
intend to use — have both been 
members of the squad in the past, so 
that’s a different matter,’ Arok said. 


Krncevic, who has played 33 games 
for Australia, transferred from Marconi 
to Dinamo Zagreb for $30,000 and then 
to MSV Duisburg for $40,000, the max- 
imum stipulated in his contract. 





His transfer fee to Cercle Bruges has 
not been disclosed.

If Australia’s young soccer players have 
one big worry at present it is whether to 
choose a career or to choose soccer. 


While maybe not keeping them awake at night it’s a problem 
that has been made all the more difficult by the success of 
players such as CraigJohnston, Eddie Krncevic and Alan David- 


son in Europe. 


As Sydney Olympic’'s 18- 
year-old defender Alex Lam- 
bropoulos said, their success 
has made a career in soccer 
even more tempting, because 
of the prospective rewards. 

“I've just finished my 
higher school certificate and 
I'm looking for a job,”’ he said, 

“I'm torn between a career 
and soccer and I guess thé best 
would be something that would 
allow me time for soccer." 

Lambropoulos edged his 
way into Sydney Olympic’s 
first team last year, playing a 
few games on the back line and 
showing enough talent to sug- 
gest he has a first future. 

Olympic coach Manfred 
Schaefer believes Lampro- 
poulos is the natural successor 
to Mike Coady or Martyn Ro- 
gers, both now back in Britain. 

But he added that Lambro- 


poulos still had a lot to learn. 


Lampropoulos himself real- 
ises the situation. 

“I’ve got a chance now to es- 
tablish myself in the team.

But not so much emphasis 
on competition and winning at 
such an early age. 

“Tt takes its toll."’ 

Lampropoulos said he felt 
his greatest asset was his phy- 
sical strength but he is trying 
to work on other aspects of his 
game.

He said the 1984 season 
taught him that a player had to 
be physically tough and men- 
tally alert to survive in the 
NSL.

“‘T value the advice and help 
of Tony Dakos very much, but 
I reckon I also learnt quite a 
bit from Sydney City’s John 
Kosmina, just by playing 
against him. 

Lambrepoulos rates Dakos 
as one of the best defenders in 
Australia. 

‘‘He’s composed, deter- 
mined and tremendously skil- 
led.

Tales of ragged

“Almost from the time I 
can remember, I’ve been 
playing,"’ Ricoy said. 

‘When I was really young 
we'd play from the morning 
until it was dark.”’ 

Ricoy said that despite 
being born in Uruguay, his 
great idol was Argentine 
maestro Alfredo di Stefano. 

‘I’ve seen matches of his 
on television and on film and 
there was just something 
about the way he played — 
he controlled the match and 
was always aware of what 
went on. 

“I reckon I’ve tried to 
copy his style.” 

Some observers feel Ricoy 
is one of the most promising 
young midfielders in Aust- 
ralia — sort of Sydney’s 
answer to Oscar Crino. 

He possesses a dazzling 
burst of speed, great control 
and tremendous vision. 

Last season he did énough 
in his few outings with St 
George to suggest to most 
critics that he will be one of 
the stars of the future.

Glaring defensive

An uncharacteristic change has 
come over the West Geman national 






team since Franz Beckenbauer took 
control more than six months ago — 
and football fans across the country 
are loving it. 

For a start, the side has a good 
chance of qualifying for the World 
Cup finals in Mexico next year but, 
more importantly, Beckenbauer 
wants West Germans to be part of the 
bid. 

He is taking the team to the public and the 


supporters are relishing every moment. 


It is a Stark change from previous coaching regimes 
where typical German organisation meant the team 
was largely kept behind closed doors. Their job was to 
Play football, not fraternise with the fans. 


But Beckenbauer is a man of modern times and— 


admits such practices are attitudes of the past, ‘‘The 
national team must be an extension of the people,”’ he 
says. 

‘nd when possibly the greatest footballer the world 
has known invites the fans to take part in the coun- 
try’s World Cup bid, the reaction is enormous. Thou- 
sands are turning out to watch training sessions and 
tickets for iome matches are sold out weeks in advan- 


ce. 
It has not been easy for Beckenbauer. First he in-

curred the wrath of the country’s top “‘football teach- 
ers”, who have studied for years for their coaching 
qualifications and were most perturbed when BecKken- 
bauer, with not one certificate to his credit, got the 
country’s top job. ‘ 

The sqlution offered by the DFB, the ruling national 
body, was to call Beckenbauer ‘“‘team chief’’ and 
leave the ‘‘coaching’’ to Horst Koppel, Beckenhauer’s 
highly qualified and well respected right hand man. 

Then, in the first game under Beckenbauer, West 
Germany played an uninspiring scoreless draw. It 
was hardly the start the fans had been expecting. 

But late last year, when the World Cup qualifying 
matches started, and when it counted most, things 
came together. Most who saw the game will remem- 
ber a relieved Beckenbauer wiping his brow as he 
stepped from the dugout after West Germany scored 
its first goal mid-way through the second half. 

It was the turning point for West Germany, which 
had started to become bogged in a slump on the world 
football scene 

And 12 young Queenslanders were given the unique 
and unforgettable epportunity of not only witnessing 
the euphoria — but they were able to play a part init. 

The youngsters were taking part in the third annual 
Lufthansa-sponsored soccer tour to West Germany. 
The independently-organised tours are the brainchild 
of former State League coach George Pagan and 
sports addict Bill James, from Lufthansa. 

The pair took a risk when they first took a side to 
West Germany three years ago, but the tours have 
been one success after another. As an observer and 
player on last year’s tour, I can easily vouch that the 
facilities and level of coaching offered could not be 
bettered. 

As in the previous two years, the tour was based at 
the well-appointed Hennef Sportschule — one of the 
best soccer training venues in West Germany. 

And for the first three days of their 10-day stay, the 

youngsters could hardly believe who were their co- 
boarders at the school. There, walking in the same 
corridors, eating in the same dining halls and using 
the same training facilities were players they had 
only seen in glossy soccer magazines. 
Rummenige, Forester, Schumacher, Allofs and Beck- 
enbauer himself to name but a few, and they were all 
ready and willing to give a quick smile, stop for an 
autograph or pose for a photo. 

And when the youngsters trained on a field along- 
side the Germans, the 3000-strong crowd that turned 
up to watch the national team peered inquisitively at 
the Australians. 

“It was one of those experiences of a lifetime,’’ 
tour jeader Pagan said. 

To cap the experience, tickets were arranged for 
the Queenslanders and they cheered alongside 60,000 
as West Germany scored a 2-0 win over lack-lustre 
and defensive Sweden. 

The match was indeed an experience, but only one 
of many highlights of the tour. 
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The accommodation hall at the picturesque Hennef Sports School. The 
early morning shot shows some of the earlybirds, who had gathered from 
dawn, in the hope of seeing some of the West German national team players 
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staying at Hennef. 


One lunch time the youngsters were visited by 
former FIFA staff coach Dettmar Cramer. The bub- 
bling Cramer, who made a coaching tour of Australia 
more than 20 years ago, is still one of the best known 
soccer identities in West Germany and now coaches 
First Division side FC Leverkusen. 

Cramer invited a small group to attend a training 
session and Pagan was among those who witnessed a 
steaming two-hour indoor fitness workout that includ- 
ed aerobics, weights and sprints. 

“It was a delight to watch such professionalism 
from Cramer and his players. There was no messing 
about, they were there with a job to do and did it in the 
most efficient manner possible,"’ Pagan said. 

And staying at Hennef awoke the young Queens- 
landers, whose ages range from 14 to 22 years, to the 
facilities that are available to soccer players in other 
countries. 

The Hennef sports school quite simply is a soccer 
player's delight. 

The school is owned by the Mid-Rhine Federation, 
which boasts more than 600 clubs. The clubs con- 
tributed funds to build the facility more than 20 years 
ago. The only government assistance was a handout 
from West Germany Football Lotto. 

Now the sports school is virtually self-funding as 
the Mid-Rhine Federation has opened the doors of the 
complex to every sport. 

Less wealthy sports can’t afford the facilities but 
they don’t begrudge paying for them. And as the 
school is near fully booked the entire year, returns go 
close to covering running costs. 

But soccer is the main sport at the school and 
groups use it for a wide range of activities including 
match preparation, intensive training, coaching 
courses and skill clinics. 

The big attraction is that Hennef offers hote-style 
accommodation and meals with world-class training 
facilities outdoors — and indoors. 


Set deep in a lush pine forest, Hennef is a training 
paradise. There is accommodation for 250 people and 
each room has its own toilet and shower. 

Although primarily a soccer training facility, with 
one indoor and four outdoor fields, Hennef also boasis 
an indoor swimming pool, indoor and outdoor tennis 
and basketball courts and a gymnasium hall which 
can cater for sports ranging from aerobics to wres- 
tling. 

And it is not unique. The school is one of nearly a 
dozen throughout West Germany. 

The young Queenslanders, who came from as far as 
Cairns and Rockhampton as well as Brisbane, prac- 
tised twice daily for 10 days under the expert tuition of 
highly qualified West Germany Uwe Hausmanns, who 
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has coached all three Lufthansa soccer tours to Hen- 
nef. 

Hausmanns, who presently coaches top amateur 
side FC Bonner but is tipped to break into the “big 
time”’ soon, is one of 700 ‘‘football teachers’’ in West 
Germany. It is the top level in soccer coaching and the 
title is awarded only after years of experience and an 
intensive six-month course. 

And to keep them abreast of modern developments, 
football teachers must sit for a 60-hour refresher 
course every six months — usually at one of the sports 
schools. 

The benefit of Hausmanns' expertise, combined 
with the enthusiasm of the Queenslanders, proved a 
winning formula. 

Although many of the players met éach other for 
the first at the airport when they left Brisbane, they 
combined into a team which won four of its five 
games against local West Germany sides. 

The ‘“‘Quéensland team’’, which also had to adapt fo 
playing at first on soft well-grassed fields, then on the 
all-weather ‘‘ash’’ surfaces used extensively across 
West Germany, scored an amazing 15 goals. The 
team’s last two games were 4-1 and 5-] romps while 
the side's only loss was a narrow 1-2 defeat at the 
hands of the skilful and typically well-drilled FC Merl. 

The players too had to adapt to the man-on-man 
marking system preached by Hausmanns and were 
asked to concentrate on ball contro! and skill. They 
were drilled repeatedly in feinting, turning and beat- 
ing their man, then unloading or shootin 

When it attacked; the side spread wide searching 
for gaps in the opposing defence and when it lost the 
ball it quickly contracted into defensive fans rotating 
out from the goal. 

The system was a lot different to the style played by 
many of the boys before, but Hausmanns’ great abili- 
ty is to get his ideas across simply and quickly and by 
the end of the tour, the Queenslanders were a well- 
drilled outfit. 

“Every year 1 have taken sides away, the boys 
seem to rally together in the games and surprise the 
West Germans with their commitment and enthu- 
siasm. This year’s side was no exception and I] am 
sure al] the boys returned to Australia as better play- 
ers,'’ Pagan said. 

Plans are already underway for another tour to 
Hennef this year and organisers plan to extend their 
network to attrack players from interstate. Already 
26 players from Victoria have indicated interest in the 
tour and it seems several touring teams will be 
formed this year.

British Railway employees introduced soccer — or futbol — 
late in the last century and it soon became a national passion. 
Argentina has demonstrated its soccer prowess as recently as 
1978, when it won the all-important World Cup tourney. 
An exodus of top Argentine players to other Latin American 
countries and Europe plus violence among club fanatics, along 
with the increasing popularity of sports such as tennis, are the 
causes of the sports decline here. Violence at soccer matches 
has caused six deaths and hundreds of injuries in the last two 
ears. 
Y Emigration of top soccer talent has reached the point where 
only one of 11 starters on the 1978 World Cup-winning team is 
currently playing in Argentina. The others are playing else- 
where in Latin America or in Europe, or have retired: 
The vast majority of Argentina’s rou 
soccer teams — 35 of them in the greater 
are meanwhile beset by financial crises. Stadiums of once-bril- 
liant clubs have been closed time and again by municipal au- 
thorities in recent years because their owners lacked the funds 
to make necessary repairs 
The cause of Argentine soccer’s woes is, in large part, the 
economic crisis that has plagued

“In other eras,”’ says Jorge Bottaro, president of Club Inde- 
pendiemte in Avellaneda, an industrial suburb of this capital.

have had debts haven't been able to get out from under.” 

In the late 1970's, Argentina's military government jacked up 
the value of the peso to make imports cheap, hoping thus to 
bring inflation down and force Argentine industry to be com- 
petitive. 

Argentina’s $45 billion foreign debt is one legacy of that 
policy which sucked dollars out of the country and then 
collapsed amidst drastic devaluations beginning in 1981. Argen- 
tine soccer clubs’ economic woes are another by-product. 
Teams that had attracted major talent by offering salaries of 
$10,000-20,000 a month, not including huge sign-on fees, found 
themselves unable to meet their payrolls. 

Having agreed to pay a reported $10 million to acquire 20- 
year-old prodigy Diego Maradona in 1981, the once-legendary 
Boca Juniors were unable to make good on the deal and had to 
unload him on Barcelona in Spain, the following year. 
Meanwhile, disorders at the stadiums became an increas- 
ingly serious problem in the wake of the 1982 Anglo-Argentine 
war over the Falkland Islands as supporters of opposing teams 
engage in increasingly violent confrontations. 

he Barras, made up of young toughs, are given free admis- 
sion to home games and free transport to away games by club 
directors, who reportedly see them as a combination of 
cheerleaders and bodyguards for their players. There have also 
been reports of these gangs being used to threaten players and 
trainers on behalf of club officials dissatisfied with their per- 
formance or salary demands. 


The six fatalities and hundreds of injuries brought on by the 
Barras has ted an increasing number of Argentines to stay away 
from soccer matches. 

Bottaro, who notes that club officials in Argentina — unlike 
trainers and players — do not get paid, denies that team offi- 
cials are responsible in any way for the violence. 

‘The club mounts the spectacie. The club puts the team in the 
stadium. The club pays its share for police and security, it puts 
barriers in the appropriate areas to prevent disturbances.

Both the opening game and 
the final will be held at the 
110,000 seater Aztec Stadium 
in Mexico City. 

The timetable has been pub- 
lished in “FIFA Magazine”’ 
and one of its editors, Guido 
Tognoni, said the framework 
of the group matches hould 
avoid a repeat of the West 
Germany-Austria match at the 
last finals in Spain 1982, when 
both teams knew exactly what 
they needed to achieve in the 
game in order to qualify for 
the next round.

In the week Sir Stanley Matthews celebrated his 70th birthday, 
the sight of his beloved Stoke City languishing at the bottom of the 
English First Division has recalled some poignant memories. 

The great man. now living in Canada. still follows Stoke’s fortunes with nterest. though the 
news of late has been bleak. Last weekend’s 1-0 defeat at Sunderland left Stoke 10 points adrift of 
second from bottom Luton and, barring mircales, Matthews will have to scan the Second Divi- 
sion results in his newspaper next season. 

But it may encourage present manager Bill Sprey to know that Stoke was in a similar plight 24 
years ago when it scraped together 2,500 pounds sterling (about $A3,500 Aust) to buy Matthews, 
then 46, back from Blackpool. 

Within 18 months, Stoke, struggling in the lower reaches of the Second Division in front of 
attendances of 6,000, had clinched promotion as crowds rose to over 40,000. 

Stoke needs a football miracle of similar proportions if it is to survive its present predicament. 

A crippling overdraft of 500,000 pounds sterling (about $A700,000) prevents Asprey from buying 
his way out of trouble and he is faced with the prospect of moving to sell England winger Mark 
Chamberlain and top-scorer lan Painter if relegation becomes a reality. 

It is of little consolation to Stoke's dwindling band of fans that four players who have left the 
club in recent seasons Adrian Heath, Paul Bracewell, Lee Chapman an Garth Crooks are all 
involved in the battle at the other end of the First Division table. 

Heath curently recovering from a broken leg, and Bracewell have played major roles in the 
Everton success story, while Chapman and Crooks could lift championshp winners’ medals with 
Sheffield Wednesday and Totenham respectively. 

Even without the services of Heath, who was injured just when he was about to force his way 
into the England squad, Everton have the personnel to emulate Tottenham (1961) and Arsenal 
(1971) by achieving the league and cup double. 

An impresive 4-0 home win over Watford left Everton, the F.A. Cup holder and joint favourite 
with Liverpool in this year’s competition, four points clear at the top. 

Watford, beaten 2-0 by Everton in the Cup Final at Wembley last year, fought a successful 
rearguard action in the first-half but was simply overrun after the interval. 

Gary Stevens struck two splendid goals within the space of 60 seconds after an hour, and Irish 
midfielder Kevin Sheedy and Trevor Steven raised the tally to four as Everton went on the 
rampage. 

Crooks, whose goals have done much to keep Tottenham within striking distance of Everton, 
failed to get his name on the scoresheet at Luton where the Londoners were somewhat fortunate 
to escape with a 2-2 draw. : 

Brian Stein shot Luton ahead shortly after the interval and the score remained unchanged until 
an astonishing three-goal burst in the last five minutes. 

Mark Falco equalised for Tottenham in the 85th minute, Nigerian winger Chukwuemeka Nwa-. 
jiobi restored Luton’s advantage straight from the restart and Graham Roberts made it 2-2 in, 
injury time. 

Though Aberdeen still is missing the inventive touches of Little Gordon Strachan, who scored 
both goals in Manchester United’s 2-0 win over West Bromwich which kept United in third place, 
the Scottish champion is strong favourite to retain its title. 

Goals by Billy Stark, signed from St. Miren as Strachan’s replacement, and Eric Black, gave: 
Abedeen a 2-0 win at Dumbarton and it remains a comfortable eight points clear of Glasgow 
Celtic, which has three games in hand. 

By coincidence, all four Scottish Premier League matches ended 2-0. 

Scotland striker Maurice Johnston took his tally for the season to 10 in Celtic’s win at St. 
Mirren, while Derek Johnstone celebrated his return to Glasgow Rangers after two years at 
Chelsea by scoring in the victory over Morton.

Arsenal Manager Don Howe reacted to the previous week’s F.A. Cup defeat at third division

owe refused to confirm or deny the rumour surrounding Woodcock but admitted: ‘‘I have to 
find out what he did and why .. . although I think I know why he did it. 

“I left out two highly skilful players because they’re not consistent enough, it’s as simple as 
that. You can stay with them for so long, but there comes a time...” 

However, Howe must have been impressed by Nicholas’ attitude. 

The Scotland striker entered the fray to deafening roars from the Highbury crowd and Cov- 
entry manager Don MacKay was in no doubt his appearance was crucial. :
